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Conditions in 
China Are None 
Too Promising 


NEW UPRISING BREAKING OUT 
FOREIGNERS AND REFUGEES 
GATHER AT YANGTZE—BRI- 
TISH SEND TROOPS—PARLIA 
MENT TO DECIDE CANADA’S 
ACTIONS. 


Conditions in China are not yet 


any too promising. Reports of addi 
tional uprisings are still coming thro 
and all nationg interested are taking 


strict precautions to safeguard their 
subjects and interests. 

The race for Shanghai, prize city 
of the Orient, is on between the rBi 
lish army and navy, and the Chinese 
Nationalists, The Cantonése conquest 
of the great international settlement 
at the mouth of the Yangtze, where 
40,000 foreigners reside and many 
foregin refugees from all parts of 
China are now gathered, and where 
the immense foreign trade interest of 
China are centered, must be occom 
plished within six weeks, if the Can 
tonese are to avoid dealing with the 
rBitish force of 20,000 men, who are 
hurriedly leaving or will soon leave 
English ports, Malto and India. 

It is repeatedly emphasized by the 
rBitish foreign office, however, that 
there will be no clash between the 
British and Cantonese unless British 
lives and property in Shanghai are 
endangered. 

The British defense force will make 
no effort to prevent the Cantonese 
from entering and occupying the na 
tive city of Shanghai, if they are 
strong enough to do so, 

The first of the thousands of sol- 
diers which Great Britain is sending 
te China as a precautionary measure, 
arrived Wednesday. Four hundred 
and thirty-five Punjab troops who 
left Hong Kong recently, reached port 
. Their dis- 


received by the Canadian government 
from the British government. But so 
far, such is the intimation in official 
cireles, there has been no suggestion 
from the British authorities than Can- 
ada might wish to co-operate by send- 
ing a small expeditionary force to 
China, Reports received, it is stated, 
merely cover the course of events and 
day by day developments in the Chin- 
ese situation. 

Should the Chinese situation so de- 
velop as to bring active co-operation 
by the Dominions into the. question, 
the feeling at Ottawa is that the Can- 
adian government would seek the au- 
thority of Parliament before deciding 
as to the dispatch of any troops.

Balfour On The 
New Empire 


Self-Governing Populations United by 
Something Much Greater Than 
Control 

Lord Balfour, who presided over the 
committee which drafted the Imperial 
conference declaration ‘on interimper- 
fal relations, stated In a speech delir+ 
ered recently in London that he had 
heard it sald that this declaration con- 
tained nothing new. It was true that 
nothing new had been Introduced into 
the constitution of the empire, but 
there was a new statement of the moral 
basis on which the constitutional fab- 
ric rested. The new thing was not 
that there was no control of the 
dominiopis by the Mother Couniry. The 
new truth wag that the self-governing 
portions of the empire now regarded 
themselves ag elements In a great 
unity which did not depend upon con- 
trol, but did depend on common ideals 
and common beliefs. 

It was very hard for people to ac- 
cept the idea that a great empire 
could exist without control. In all 
other nationg these was control. It 
might be democratic conttel or con- 
trol of some absolute monarch or some 
ambitious adventurer, but there ‘was 
always control. For the first time we 
had now annownced that we were an 
empire of which self-governing popu- 
lations were united by something much 
greater or much more sublime than 
control, and which so far ag hoe could 
see could be made ultimately as effec- 
tive. : 

Lord Balfour continued that when 
he was young it was generally thought 
that as the dominions grew. to ma- 
turity they would separate themselves 
from the Mother Country and become 
wholly independent, but that which 
found favor at the Imperial confer- 
ence was of a jotally differeat kind. 
The Empire did not end wiih maturity 
of the great communities to which it 
given birth; tr began there, It was 
only now that the Brilish Empire was 
getting to be what it was predestin- 


| ed to be, it was only now that in the 


most explicit terms, it was borne in 
upon every cilizen of free communl- 
ties of the Empire that it was their 
business to manage their affaira as 
they pleased, but that they must nev- 
er forget they were parts of a greater 
whole, with {deals to which all that 
whole was committed and to which 
in turn they owed, as he was sure they 
would be ready to pay, free service 
whenever a great world necesshy 
should arise.
